BUTCHER GOWNS. 


And 
GOTHI», Dusters, Coats 
and 


Sleeken In Various Occupation*. 
Butchers' gowns, which are made of 


cotton and linen, come often in all white, 
sometimes in blue check, often, in ma- 
terial that is plaided ofE with lines on 
white ground. Sometimes the lines are 
all of the same color; sometimes lines 
of two or three different colors are 
woven into the fabric. There aremany 
tasteful designs in the materials used 
for butcher gowns. Beef handlers wear 
usually a gown or duster made of a 
dark blue material, s,ays the New York 
Sun. 


Fish dealers wear a dnster or gown 


of blue check. 
Grocer's dusters are 


made most commonly of blue linen, as 
are the dusters worn by druggists; 
they are sometimes made of a striped 
cotton material. The bartender wears 
a white duck coat, and there are white 
duck coats made for barbers. - 


There are aprons made in \arious, 


styles, for butchers, bartenders, and 
others. Aprons are almost always 
white. Sleeves are sold for butchers 
made of white material, and also of ma- 
terial to match the gown. Straw cuffs 
arc worn by many. Winter ulsters are 
made for butchers and others whoso 
business or occupation may make them 
desirable. 


There are tailors who confine their at- 


tention to the making and'selling of 
butcher and other gowns, dusters 
and coats, and the aprons, sleeves and 
cuffs commonly worn with them.

When 
creatures provided with this curious 
organ get hint or become enraged it 
has Ihc effect of softening the waxj 
substance in the "tear pit." \Yhen so 
softened, it escapes as tears would and 
flov. s clow 11 o\ er the nose and face. 


The usos of this queer set of so-called 


lachrymal organs arc not clearlyuncler- 
etood by the zoologists.

Senator Teller, of Colorado, says it is 


undoubtedly the purpose of this nd- 
miaistiution to retire tbo greenbacks 
and treasury uoios and 
perfect 


system by which the national banks 
will be authorized to issue all pnpei 
moaej-. 
The next move of the gold 


men will be to retire silver and then 
bank notes will not be a legal tender. 
What will be the result? 
The admin- 


istration will have succeeded in making 
gold tho only money by which debts 
can be paid. 


If Senator Teller is correct, and he 


generally is, all Government notes will 
be withdrawn from circulation and 
banks will be authorized to 
issue 


paper money at their discretion. 
For 


the paper money issued by the banks 
the Government will be security, as il 
now is. 
To secure the Government 


the banks will be required to deposit 
with the Controller of the Currency 
United States bonds. 
These bonds 


will draw interest, which the people 
will be taxed to pay, and the bank 
notes will bo no better than notes 
sued direct by the Government. The 
Government, of course, could issue the 
notes direct and purchase the bonds, 
thus saving the interest, but 
that 


would not gire the banks opportunity 
to make money at the expense of the 
public, and therefore, will not meet 
with favor from a party that is in- 
debted to the banks and trusts for iU 
success. 


When Jackson was President of the 


United States the money power was as 
arrogant as it is now. The people were, 
however, more independent than they 
are to-day. Then, too, there was a man 
in the White JHonse who could not be 
swerved from his devotion to 
the 


people; now we have a man in the 
White House who sends a commission 
to Europe on the pretext of converting 
the gold nations to bimetallism and 
sends a message to Congress recom- 
mending the appointment of a com- 
mission to place the country upon a 
permanent gold standard; a man who 
cannot bo swerved from liis devotion to 
the trusts.

Only Woman Lecturer at 


German Universities. 


While the battle for the social and 


political position, of woman is still rag- 
ing and remains undecided theoretical- 
ly, women have practically approached 
their goal during the last decade in sev- 
eral points, particularly by invading 
the field of science, which formerly was 
looked upon as a privilege of man only, 
says an exchange. The number of fe- 
male students at the universities of Ger- 
many as well as elsewhere is steadily 
increasing. Women in the study of lit- 
erary and medical branches are numer- 
ous, but the natural sciences, mathemat- 
ics and astronomy were not looked 
upon with favor by the weaker sex. 
The first woman in Germany to devote 
herself to natural sciences is Countess 
Maria vou Linden. Born July IS, 1809, 
she received an excellent education at 
Stuttgart, and graduating from the 
high school in 1891 she entered the Tu- 
bingen university, where she: devoted 
herself to the fetudy of natural sciences, 
graduating with the highest honors in 
the fall of 1S95. She was then promoted 
to the degree of doctor rerum naturali- 
bus and was the pioneer of her sex in 
this branch. 
She is now teaching zo 


ology in the University of Hallo wit) 
much success, and is the only woman al 
lowed to lecture at any German tini 
versity. 


Cniiulbnlisni in Africa. 


It appears from an account of his ob 


serrations by Capt. Sidney Hincle in the 
Congo I'^ree State that the cannilbalistii 
practices of the natives throughou 
that region are not fairly understood by 
the civilised world. Capt. Ilinde wen 
to Africa in 1891 in the service of the 
king of Belgium. Ho had no concep 
tion before going there of the extem 
to which human flesh is used for foot 
by the natives. It seems that a consid- 
erable portion of the slave traflic is to 
provide meat for those who purchase 
the prisoners. Every battle is followed 
by a horrible feast, and tho parts un- 
consximcd arc smoked and salted for 
future use. Even in times of peace the 
practice is observed, and Capt. Ilinde 
says it was not unusual for prisoners 
or slaves to come to him and beg the 
prhilegc of slaughtering some com- 
panion to be used for food.

Stocks naturally inciease 
in price, men havo money to spend and 
buy goods, and consequently factories 
start, but it will last just as long as 
adversity abroad continues. Let your 
crop be poor next year and crops 
abroad ba good nnd we will return to 
old conditions." 


'Then it isn't true," the Senator way 


asked, "that because of prosperity you 
have stopped talking of silver?" 


:'Me stop talking of silver ?" suid the 


Senator. "That would be to stop advo- 
cating that which will insure perma- 
nent prosperity. Now is the time to 
ialk silver. In prosperity is our great- 
est hope of winning. 
Better times 


bring independence. Success removes 
the shackles from downtrodden men, 
Last year men were the slaves of the 
plutocrats. Hunger drove them to sell
